He became a member of the Massachusetts & Rhode Island 
association of Knights Templars Commanders, and was elected 
its President. 


He became a member of the four Scottish Rite Bodies in 
1887. 


He was Thrice Potent Master of Boston Lafayette Lodge of 
Perfection in 1901, 1902, and 1903. | 


He was First Lieut. Commander of Massachusetts Council 
of Deliberation in 1903. 


He was crowned Sovereign Grand Inspector General of the 
Thirty-third and last degree, September 15th, 1905. 


He became a member:of Aleppo Temple of Mystic Shrine | 
May 12, 1887, and was Potentate, 1903, 1904, 1905, 


He took many parts in various Bodies, particularly the 
\Consistory, and continued his active interest and association 
particularly with the Mystic Shrine, up to the time of his 

| death.

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GENERAL ORDER No. 1 


_To all Grand Commanderies and Subordinate Commanderies within the 
Jurisdiction of, and Holding Allegiance to, the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America, Greeting: 


WHEREAS, The Thirty-seventh Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the U. S. A., was 
held in Detroit, Michigan, July 16th, 17th, 18th and 19th, 1928. A digest of the more important legislation follows: 


EDUCATIONAL 


Responsive to an invitation to the Grand Commanders and to the Educational Committeemen of forty-eight states, the 
attendance at the Educational Conference held in the Fort Shelby Hotel of Detroit, Monday, July 16th, 1928, indicates a 
deep interest in the Educational Movement. 


The meeting was called to order at 2:30 by Secretary Aldrich and Joseph K. Orr, P. G. M., was elected Chairman. 
Grand Master Vallery and a number of his staff officers being present they were extended a cordial greeting by the con- 
ference, The Chairman then gave this brief statement of— 


“THE BEGINNING OF THE MOVEMENT” 


“It was just after the Philadelphia Triennial. The newly elected Grand Master was resting up a little over on the 
shore; and while walking on the board walk there with Past Grand Commander Whiteside of Georgia, who said to him: 
‘You and I have attended quite a number of Triennials. We have always had a good time. But, what have they done 
that is permanent?’ Then, continuing, he added: ‘They remind me of what Washington wrote to Madison about the Virginia 
assemblies, as he called them.’ He said: ‘One assembly seems to meet to make laws for emendation at the next.’ Then 
turning around he looked me square in the eye and said: ‘Some of these days somebody is going to do something about it.’ 

“That for the moment, went in one ear and out the other nearest the ocean. But, not quite so. About two years 
after, in answer to a questionnaire about the future of the Christmas Observance, a Past Grand Commander of Michigan 
added this postscript: ‘That is all right, as far as it goes; but what I would like to ask is, when is the great Order of 
Knights Templar, with all of its men and all of its means,—when is it going to do something concrete and definite to help 
make better citizens in our beloved country?’ For a union of these two visions: would it be wrong at least in song, to 
imagine a romantic meeting of the Aldrich germ with the Whiteside atom—that poor little atom that had lived so lonely, 
lonesome, unromantic, and monastic a life of celibacy for two long years, as it rattled around in a dry and dusty old attic? 

“Now, I think you will grant that it was a perfectly proper conception for a few months later it was christened at 
New Orleans; and in the absence of both parents, called “Forward Movement.” 

“In the meantime, my dear Friend Whiteside had gone to his reward. When it came to the proper register on the 
Baptismal font of the future, there was positively no one else but Fred Aldrich to call its daddy. 

“LT am sure that there are some here who think I might give you,—and my friend, Dr. Matthews, approves,—a Presby- 
terian story that would be more orthodox. In the words of Thiers, the great French statesman, to Bismarck, more than 60 
years ago, when Bismarck had France by the throat, he said; ‘Remember, one thing stronger than all your armies, is 
nn idea whose time has arrived’.” Continuing, the Chairman said:— 

“But, we are here to make history, not to relate it. There is one possible exception that might be pertinent. My good 
friend Kidd from Texas will bear me out, that thirty odd years ago the one single theme that was discussed at every 
Triennial was the revision of the Ritual. ‘Two words remain with me, ‘Essential’ and ‘Non-essential,’ I only ask, in the 
interest of the dire need of time today, that the speakers keep those two words in mind.” 


It is proper to state here that at one time it was intended to publish the reporter’s notes of the conference, but as these 
transcribed nearly 100 pages this does not seem practicable. The resolutions introduced were first passed upon by the 
Committee on Resolutions. Free and frank discussion was given to all matters proposed, and those adopted were prac: 
tically unanimous. The action of the meeting, together with the first and supplementary report of the committee, were 
referred to a special committee of three, William H. Waste of California, Bert S. Lee of Missouri, and Edward C. Day of 
Montana. The report of this committee was unanimously adopted by the Grand Encampment, and will be found in the 
proceedings. } 

Inasmuch as this General Order will be issued in advance of the proceedings, and may contain information valuable 
to members of the State committees, who may not receive copies of the Grand Encampment proceedings, we give here a 
synopsis of the Educational Conference, which was subsequently confirmed by the unanimous passage of the Committee’s 
report to the Grand Encampment and becomes the edict for the ensuing Triennial period: 


1, After January 1, 1929 the name will be changed to: “THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION.” 

2. An engraved diploma of honorary membership, signed by the Grand Master and countersigned by the Grand Commander 
of the state where the loan was made will be issued to those students who have paid in full. 

3. The rate of interest to be charged is left to the decision of the several states.

7. That the 25 cents per capita received from the Grand Commanderies and subordinates for the past three years be 
returned to them, half September 1st, 1928, balance January Ist, 1929. 

8. That the same program of payments by the Grand and Subordinate Commanderies as of 1925-1928 be continued; 

9. That the incoming Grand Master appoint a Committee of three, who, together with the retiring Grand Master, the Deputy 
Grand Master elect, and the Grand Master ex-officio, will constitute the Educational Committee for the ensuing Triennial 
term. 

10. It is recommended that a pocket copy of the book of Proverbs be given to each student, at time of first loan, as we 
give a new member a copy of the by-laws. These will be furnished free. 


si CONCLUSION 
The conference was called a success in that it ironed out and harmonized all slight difference in methods, and we hope 


it will prove a worthwhile Triennial event. | Bey

The length (upright) of the Cross shall be 2 11-16 inches; the long (middle) cross arm shall be 1 5-16 inches; the 
length of the short (upper and lower) cross arms shall be 1 3-16 inches; the width of the three cross arms (upper, lower, 
and middle) shall be 7-16 inches; the thickness of the center of the Cross shall be 6-64 inches. The cross to be made in 
two pieces. There shall be an engraved sword 2 10-16 inches in length, attached proportionately to the Cross, from the 
upper right to the lower left of the jewel. There shall be an engraved scepter 2 10-16 inches attached likewise to the 
Cross, from the upper left to the lower right of the jewel; thickness of the sword and scepter to be 5-64 inches. In the 
head of the scepter there shall be an engraved Templar Cross. There shall be a white gold Templar Cross in the center of 
the sword between the arms of the hilt; and a white gold Passion Cross (without rays) on the handle of the sword.

In this connection let it be 
distinctly understood that members present, not in uniform, on Inspection 
night, do not in any way affect the mark. 

You are to see that the Identification Card system which became 
effective July 1, 1927, is strictly enforced and refer the Commandery to pages

The tax paid to the Grand Com- | 
lmandery in 1928 was 41025. There was no Grand Encamoment Ta 
in 1899. Last year we paid to the Grand Encampment $1531. 
Some of this is revaid to the Commandery by the Due Members, 
but $500 is borne by the Commandery. Printing, postage and 
lother such expenses have increased by more than 50%. In 1899 
there were no collections made for dinner tickets-the amt. | 
paid to the caterer was 60/ to 75¢ per person. In 1928 
| members paid $1.00 each for dinner tickets and the Commandery

| There is some gain in income from 1899- The Lawrence 
| Relief Fund gives ua an income of $250 a year available for 

| relief. There are several hundred more Due-Paying members 

than in 1899 and there are naturally considerable more dues 
remitted. 


i We note in checking this up that the Recorders sslary 
| has been $500 for a long time. No doubt his duties have 

| nearly doubled in the last fifteen years. In the opinion of 
the Committee his salary should be substantially incressed. 


After making all allowance for increases in income, theire 
is a net increase in the needs of the Commandery of $4500 
per year, over the requirements of 1899. This is about $4.00 
for each Due-Paying member, sand we are of the belief that 
$2.00 is inadequate to fully provide for the needs of the 
Commandery. 


In conference with the Officers, and by their request, 
we do not make this as a recommendation, as they exvress the 
belief that by strict economy $2.00 will meet the situation. 


The present dues of our neighboring Commanderies are 
as follows;- 


During the last thirty years nearly every Masonic Body 
has found it necessary to materially increase its Tues. 
Over-head has advanced, not only in personal affairs and in 
Business, but in Masonic Associations as well. 


We believe the proposed increase in the Dues of $2.00

The President of the United States, Herbert Hoover, having called attention

I, there- 
fore, as Grand Commander of this Grand Commandery of the Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, emphasize the immediate necessity of 
calling on the Templar forces under your command through an explanatory 
letter for a coin card of 50 cents denomination or larger contribution to 
be made to you and in turn deposited with your local Chapter of the Red 
Cross in the name of your Commandery.

Report of the Committee on Revision of By-Lews 


The report of the Committee on the revision of the By- 
Laws was read by Eminent Sir Jesse E. Ames, Chairman as 
follows: 

Eminent Commander:— 


Your Committee appointed to consider the By-Laws of 
Boston Commandery, and report thereon, with such recommende- 
tions as in their judgement are advisable, have attended to 
their duty, and present herewith their report, which is 
divided into two parts, made necessary from the fact that a 
part of the by-laws may be amended if read in open Commander 
stand at least one month, previous to the discussion and be 
inserted in the notifications ‘of the conclave at which it is 
to be acted upon, and may then be adopted by the consent of 
two thirds of the members present, 


Another part of the By-Laws require that the propositior 
be borne upon the notice of three succeeding stated conclave 
and then adopted by four fifths of all the members present. 


The changes advised by your committee are in most part 
to eliminate contredictory parts or obsolete parts or incon 
sistent parts, which are not, and in some cases could not be 
literally followed, and never have been, since they were 
written. 


The following revisions are in the first grouping that 
mey be borne upon the notice of the next conclave and at tha 
time be discussed and acted upon. 


Art. I - End of the paragraph- i 
As it now reads- "and as many other Knights Templars, 
ae the majority of the members may from time to time determi 


Art. Vand Art. VI provide that both those who apply fo 
the Orders end those who apply for Membership must receive 

2 unanimous bellot. The words "Majority of the" is therefor 
both contradictory and inconsistent. 

The end of the paragraph of Art, I should readi- "and 


as many other Knights Templars as the members may from time 
to time determine" 


Art. II - Sec 1 second cleuse now reading "at such 
place and hour as the Eminent Commander shell direct" 
The Grand Commandery does not cherter 2 subordinate Commandery 
with authority to meet anywhere the Eminent Commander shall 
direct. The clause should read -"at such hour es the Zminen 
Commander shall direct." 


Art. V - Sec. 2 "When a Special Concleve of the Command ry 
Shall be called, et the request of a candidate, for the purpose 
jof his receiving the Orders, he shall Gefray the expenses, o 
such of them as the Standing Committee on Finance, shall thi 
proper, in addition to the usual Fees," 

There have been provisions of this neture found in the 
early by-laws of some of our Masonic Bodies, but none exist 
today and this By-Law in Boston Commandery has been obsolete, 
if it ever was used, for a great many years. 

We recommend that it be stricken out.

Art. VI - Sec. 2 Reading as follows:-— "Any Knight 
Templar elected to membership, neglecting to sign the By-Law 
within six months after his election, must submit to the 
forms of being reproposed and again balloted for, in order +t 
gain membership." Your committee recommend that to this be 
added- "The repayment of the Fee may be waived by vote of th 
Commandery." 


Art. VII - Sec, 1 Third line now reads- "from assessmen 
for the support of the Commandery." 

Your committee recommend that 211 after the word "from! 
be stricken out, and that the following be substituted;- 
"Annual Dues" so that the third line of Art. VII Sec. 1 shal 
read - "from Annual Dues," » 


Art. IX Sec. 3 - Your committee recommend that all afte 
line first line be stricken out and that the following be 
|Jsubstitutedi= 

|80 that Sec. 3 shall read as follows:- 


Art. X As it reads:- "No expenditure involving the Fun 

of the Commandery, shall be incurred by any Officer or Member 
vithout the previous sanction of the Commandery, except as 
rovided in these by-laws," 

} This section has no force or application, The finance 

jof the Commandery is provided for elsewhere in the present 
by-Lews and if in any respect they are not definite and as they 
should be, they should be considered, not this item. 

We advise that it be stricken out. 


Art. IV - Sec. 7 Defining the duties of the Recorder, 


Your Committee recommend that the last two paragraphs 
of this Section, be revised to conform to the generally 
accepted custom of the Commandery, concerning these matters, 
for many years. 


These paragraphs now readi- 


"At the Annual Conclave, he shall exhibit a fair state- 
ment, of all his receipts and payments, and read the names 
of all the members who are in arrears for dues for one year 
or more, 

He shall serve the chairman of each committee with a 
copy of the vote by vhich they were appointed, and attend 
their sessions in the capacity of a Secretary, if required;

INSPECTIONS 

Dates of Inspections by Division Commanders will be decided upon 
as heretofore and incoming Commanders are requested to make their de- 
cisions known early on the enclosed postal card so that they may be 
announced on the day of our Annual Conclave. There will be no prelimin- 
ary Inspections made. f 

On Inspection nights, by the Division Commander, the Commanderies 
will open in short or full form whichever the Commander may desire, 
receive the Division Commander and his Suite with proper ceremony at 
7:15 o'clock, resign the Commander's station, and in turn he will call for 
and examine the Charter, Records, and By-laws, Constitutions and 
Rituals. The Inspection and Review to be exemplified but the Work of 
the evening will be left optional with the Commander, that is, he may 
exemplify either a portion of the Order of Red Cross, Malta or Temple, 
or if he so desires he may have a social evening to entertain the 
Division Commander, his Suite, and the Sir Knights. There will be no 
marking or official count on that evening. Recorders will fill in the 
required forms and hand them to the Inspection Officer. 


RITUALISTIC WORK 

This must be kept up to the high standard and impressive manner 
in which it is presented today.

INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


During the year the Inspector Instructor or one of his assistants 
will visit each Commandery unannounced and make a confidential report to 
the Grand Commander as to the character of the Work with such comments 
as Excellent, Good, Fair. The Commanders are requested to send all 
notices of Conclaves to the Inspector Instructor. Commanders desiring 
assistance in Tactics and Ritualistic Work will communicate with the 
Inspector Instructor as he will have full charge of same. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 

Will be held under the direction of the Inspector Instructor in 
various districts, accommodating every Commandery. These can be made 
not only Schools of Instruction, but delightful social occasions. It is 
apparent that the time saved through a less number of rehearsals in pre- 
paring for Inspections as at present will permit a variety of social 
functions, such as attending Divine Service more frequently than has 
been the custom of late years; Knights Templars parades with other Com- 
manderies; interchange visits between Commanderies; Templar dances and 
informal Ladies' Nights, Veteran Nights, Anniversaries, etc., etc. 


DIVISION COMMANDERS 

There will be 18 instead of 9, each located near the Commanderies 
under his direct supervision. I deem it wise to increase the number as 
this will obviate traveling all over the jurisdiction by our Division 
Commanders and will make for greater efficiency. 


SOCIAL REPRESENTATIVES 
There will be 18, under the supervision of a General Chairman who 
will work with Committees appointed by the Commanders of their respective 


Commanderies in the development of Social interests. 


The detail of all this is being formulated and full information 
will be in the hands of all members of Grand Commandery in proper time. 


It is my hope and expectation that the results will show a larger 
attendance at our Conclaves and the building up of a social and Knightly 
relationship that will be to the advantage of all of our Sir Knights 
and also contribute to the honor and glory of our grand old Order.

to confer with the Recorder and see to it that not one of these Sir Knights is overlooked. 


2. When monthly notices are being prepared it will be effective and appreciated if more emphasis 
is placed on the desire for large attendance on the evenings of visits of the Inspector Instructor. His is 
a very important office and should be so recognized and every knightly courtesy extended—and it is my 
earnest hope that Commanders will use their best endeavors to build up enthusiasm on these nights. 
This also applies to the Social Representative’s visit. If space permits, please carry on your notices dates 
of Inspections and Official Visits of Commanderies in your immediate vicinity. 


3. It is my desire that each Commander procure a receipt from those officers who have a Ritual 
and Tactics in their possession and deposit it with the Recorder so that a complete record may be shown 
to the visiting officers.
